Yet, despite these glaring alternatives, the ‘‘ cheap- 
men - with - cheap- coats, frowsy- headed, homeless women and _ unfor- 
tunate and unhappy - looking people generally” persist in haunting 
our park benches, many of them, indeed, making shift to stay 
there the night through, when all decent people are in their beds. 
Yet our philosopher makes a stagger at a solution of the mystery by 
pointing out that ‘¢‘if a man must live he must occupy space on the 
earth’s surface;” and he also attempts to palliate the offence of these 
unpretty persons by urging us to ‘¢console ourselves with the thought 
that these beautiful parks probably bring into darkened lives some sug- 
gestion of that joy and brightness which we instinctively feel ought to be 
the portion of every one of us.”
